REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The applicant argued that YAMASHITA does not anticipate claim 1 because YAMASHITA fails to disclose the requirement of the 
content of the copolymer of 70% by weight or larger. More specifically, YAMASHITA does not disclose or suggest the feature of 
the ratio of the acid value of said copolymers. The examiner has considered the arguments, however, the examiner disagrees. 
The applicant has only shown calculations for C-8 and no other examples therefore the burden is upon the applicant to prove 
that the other formulations would not have the acid value of the copolymers as required by the instant invention. The burden is 
upon the applicant to prove otherwise. In re Fitzerald. 205 USPQ 594. See MPEP 21 12.
